the  Charges  and  Expences  of  the  Company. 


XXXI.  Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  every 
Member  of  this  Company  fhall  yearly,  on  Mid- 
Jammer-day ,  or  within  Fourteen  Days  then  next 
enfuing,  pay  the  Sum  of  Ten  Shillings  of  law¬ 
ful  Money  of  Great  Britain ,  and  every  foreign 
Brother  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Shillings  of  lawful 
Money,  for  and  in  the  Name  of  the  Quarterage 
of  the  faid  Company,  at  fuch  Place  and  unto  fuch 
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Perfon  or  Perfons,  as  the  Governors ,  or  any  Two 
of  them,  fhall  from  time  to  time  affign  and 
appoint,  the  Firft  of  which  Payments  fhall  be 
made  on  Midfummer-dciy  now  next  en filing,  or 
within  Fourteen  Days  then  next  following,  and 
to  continue  for  fo  long  Time  only,  as  the  Court 
of  Affiftants  fhall  think  ft ;  which  laid  Court 
fhall,  if  they  think  fit,  have  Power  of  increafing 
the  faid  yearly  Sums  to  the  Sum  of  Forty  Shil¬ 
lings,  to  be  paid  in  Manner  aforefaid,  provided 
the  Majority  of  a  general  Court  of  the  whole 
Company  confent  thereto,  until  the  Theatre  and 
other  new  intended  Buildings,  for  the  Ufe  of 
the  faid  Company,  are  erefted,  finifhed,  and 
paid  for  (the  Money  fo  to  be  raifed  being  in¬ 
tended  to  be  applied  for  the  erecting  and  fin  idl¬ 
ing  fuch  Buildings,  and  difcharging  the  Intereft 
of  the  Money  borrowed  for  that  Purpofe) :  And 
after  fuch  Buildings  are  intireiy  completed  and 
paid  for,  fuch  yearly  Sums,  or  fuch  Quarterage 
only,  if  any,  fhall  be  paid,  as  fhall  be  fettled  and 
agreed  to  by  the  Majority  of  a  general  Court, 
to  be  fummoned  for  that  Purpofe. 

XXXII.  Provided  always.  That  every 
Perfon  that  has  the  Company’s  grand  Diploma , 
and  fli all  refide  at  above  the  Diftance  of  Seven 
Miles  from  London ,  fhall  be  excufed  and  ex¬ 
empted  from  the  Payment  of  any  Quarterage, 
or  yearly  Sum  whatfoever. 
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XXXIII.  Item,  it  is  ordained.  That  the  laid 
Company  will  for  the  future  in  all  Cafes  defend 
and  proteifl  (at  their  own  Expence)  any  of  the 
Members  thereof,  if  fued  or  difturbed  for  any  of 
the  juft  Rights  and  Privileges  which  they  enjoy, 
as  Members  of  the  faid  Company.
